VOICE: MHEN SECRETARY KISSINGER COMPLETED HIS TALKS WITH SOUTH 
AFRICAN PRIME HINISTER VORSTER IH ZURICH SUNDAY, HE SAID THE 
OBJECTIVES FOR SOUTHERN AFRICA ARE SIMPLY STATED: MAJORITY RULE 
WITH RIGHTS FOR HINORITIES, A PEACEFUL END TO DISAGREEMENTS, 

AND ECONOMIC PROGRESS THAT ALLOWS ALL TO LIVE SIDE-BY-SIDE IN 
DIGNITY. BUT BESIDE THE SIMPLICITY OF THE OCJECTIVES, DOCTOR 
KISSINGER ARRAYED THE COMPLEXITIES OF OBSTACLES IN THE WAY, 

FIRST THERE ARE Ti!G PROBLEMS -- RHODESIA AND HAMIBIA. IN THE 
RHODESIA SITUATION, THERE ARE FOUR SO-CALLED FRONT-LINE COUNTRIES 
THAT BORDER RHODESIA, THREE HATIONALIST OR INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENTS 
THAT DISAGREE, AND A VHiTTE-MINORITY GOVERNHENT THAT IS RECOGNIZED 
BY NO OTHER COUNTRY. 

THE PROBLEM 1S HOt? TO ACHIEVE LEGAL INDEPENDENCE WITH MAJORITY 
RULE AND GUARANTEED RIGHTS FCR THE i:1HORITY IN A WAY THAT DOES NOT 
BRING CHAOS TO THE ECONOMY AS HAPPENED IN ANGOLA, BRITAIN AND THE 
UNITED STATES SAID EARLIER Ti!IS Si1O0ULD BE DONE IN NO MORE THAN 
TWO YEARS. 

THE NAMBDIAN SITUATION IS SONEWHAT DIFFERENT, AND SLIGHTLY 
LESS COMPLEX. LONG CONTROLLED GY SOUTH AFRICA -- DESPITE UNITED 
NATIONS AND WORLD COURT RULI(!GS TO THE CONTRARY -- NAMIBIA IS RICH 


IN MINERALS AND ECONOMICALLY IiiPORTANT TO ALL OF SOUTHERN AFRICA. 
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THE ISSUE IS INDEPENDENCE AND UNDER WHAT CIRCUMSTANCES. A HULTI- 
RACIAL CONFERENCE THAT HAITISTA'S EIGHBORS BELIEVE %!AS CONTROLLED 
BY SOUTH AFRICA DECLARED RECEHTLY THAT A iULTI-RACIAL GOVERNIiENT 
MILL BE FORMED AND NAMIBIA WILL BECOME LNDEPEHIDENT AT THE END OF 
1978. THE U.N, COUNCIL Of NANISIA SAYS THIS 1S INADEQUATE -- 
ELECTIONS MUST BE HELD URDER U.N. SUPERVISION SAYS THE COUNCIL, 
AND INDEPENDENCE MUST CONE EARLIER. ACOVE ALL, PLANS FOR NAMIBIA'S 
FUTURE, SAY OTHER AFRICAN STATES, fiUST BE tiADE ITH AN ORGANI- 
ZATION THAT DID NOT TAKE PART Iii THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE, 
THE SOUTHWEST AFRICA PEOPLES' ORGANIZATION, KNOL AS St!APO.

MISTER VORSTER SAYS HO SOUTIi AFRICAN GOVERNMENT WILL NEGOTIATE 
WITH SHAPO. CEND OPT) 

JUST MHAT HR. KISSINGER AND HR. VORSTER SAID TO EACH OTHER OVER 
THE WEEKEND IS NOT KHON OF COURSE. BUT BOTH AGREED THAT PROGRESS 
HAD GEEN MADE. MR. KISSINIGCR SAID THAT DESPITE ALL THE COMPLEXITIES, 
HE FELT A PROGRAM WAS SHAPING UP THAT COULD SE PRESENTED TC THE 
LEADERS OF BLACK AFRICA, HE SAID IT IS A PROGRAM FOR SOLVING THE

OBVIOUS ECONONIC INTEREST Iti HAMIBIA, AND OBVIOUS ECONONIC 
INFLUENCE OVER RHODESIA. OTHER HEIGHBORING STATES HAVE HIGH 
ECONOMIC INTERESTS AND AN OBVIOUS POLITICAL CONCERN TO SEE

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AMERICAN CONCERN 1S THREE-FOLD: FIRST, THE PEOPLE OF THE REGION
